3. The previous rejections of claims 1-7, 9-17, 19, and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
were reversed by decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences ("the 
Board") rendered 15 May 2008. In its decision, the Board entered new grounds for 
rejection of claims 1-7, 9-17, 19, and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.
